Encouraging Report of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station Chemist. 
Madison, Wis., Feb. 5—A bulletin 
just issued by tb3 agricultural experi­ 
ment station of the University of Wis­ 
consin shows a most encouraging out­ 
look for the beet sugar industry in the 
state. 
The bulletin is of 104 pages 
and is the result of several months 
work by Prof. Woll of the Agricultural 
college. 
The chemists of the station 
were busy all last fall with analyses 
of beet sugar samples sent them by 
farmers to whom geed had been furn­ 
ished with the understanding that 
they fam ish samples to the station 
when the crop was harvested. 
The report shows that 2,227 sam 
pies were analyzed during 1897 and of 
this number 1.663 came from sixty* 
eight counties of the state. 
The aver­ 
age per cent, of sugar beet in these 
samples were 12.67 with a purity of 
71.1. 
The average of sugar in the 
beets for the past four years has been 
12 7 with a purity of 78.8. 
The aver­ 
age yield per aore for 1897 was 13 6 
tons as shown by the average of 1.105 
different farmers* reports. 
The report states that in stndying 
the statistics furnished in the pam - 
phlet it must take into consideration 
that many of the farmers who sent 
samples had no experience in the 
proper means of cultivating the beets 
and were not able to bring abont as 
satisfactory results as were possible. 
Many of them 
neglected the deep 
plowing, close plaotiog. csreful prep- 
reation of the seed bed and assidioas 
weeding necessary to produce the best 
results. 
In fact only 8 per cent. O’ 
those reporting have grown sugar 
beets befire. 
The reports were es­ 
pecially favorable to the land along 
the shores of Lake Michigan and a 
strip of land near Menominee.

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| PREACHER^ SOLDIERS. | 


A N UF ACT US­ 
ED r e a l i s m 
proves so attract­ 
ive to a certain 
class of readers 
that perhaps it is 
unkind to inform 
them that there 
is any other. The 
.war stories of a 
man who h a s 
been there may 
seem prosy and 
matter of fact 
beside those of 
the 
lurid 
ro­ 
mancer, but it is 
the fate of us all 
who keep moving to find out some time 
in life that “ there are more things in 
this world than are dreamt of in our 
philosophy”—this by the way of intro­ 
duction to some simple battlefield nar­ 
ratives pertaining to the Seventy-third 
Illinois volunteers, the “ preacher regi­ 
ment,” led by the famous soldier min­ 
ister, James F. Jacquess. Colonel Jac- 
quess served a short term as chaplain 
of the Sixth Illinois cavalry, and Gov­ 
ernor Yates authorized him to raise a 
regiment of infantry among the Metho­ 
dist fraternity. His name was so power­ 
ful that he had the pick of 30 compa­ 
nies, and two other regiments were 
formed out of the overflow contingent, 
and it would have been possible to raise 
a “ preacher brigade” but for the fact 
that the government had ordered re­ 
cruiting stopped. 
The Seventy-third is not on the list 
of 
commands 
glorified by passing 
through horrible slaughter just to vs in 
“ jeweled cup and sword” for some po­ 
litical favorite. It simply placed itself 
under orders and obeyed them, was 
tithed its tenth to a dot by the enemy’s 
bullets, another tenth by disease aud in 
the general wear and tear of three years’ 
service dropped 599 men ant of the 972 
who mustered with it at Camp Butler 
in August, 1862. 
Curiously enough, the “ preacher reg­ 
iment” was assigned to the division of 
Phil Sheridan, that tearing, swearing 
Irishman (so the realism makers say) 
whose unministerial language punctu­ 
ates the narratives of- his would be 
chroniclers. Perhaps the histories I am 
following have been expurgated, for 
surely there is a three years’ record un­ 
der Sheridan depicted in all detail and 
“ nary an oath” to serve as a badge for 
“ Little Phil. ” 
The first battlefield narrative I shall 
quote is that pertaining to Stone River, 
where Sheridan had something in the 
nature of a rehearsal for Cedar Creek. 
His division was the third in line from 
the right of the army, which was at­ 
tacked and overrun by the Confederates 
on the morning of Deo. 31, 1862. Says 
the narrative written by a man in the 
ranks: 
We were warned to be ready for battle al 
daybreak on Wednesday mommy:. An hour be 
fore this time General Sheridan, on foot and 
alone, went the whole length of our division 
line, visited each regimental commander, saw 
personally that the men were aroused and un­ 
der arms, posted his artillery and made every­ 
thing ready well in advance of the time named 
in his orders. Nearly an hour after daybreak 
the attack came on Johnson’s division, a few 
hundred yards on our right. Driven by the 
overwhelming force of the onset, Johnson, 
then Davis, second division in line, fell back, 
throwing the augmented weight of the army 
on Sheridan, who was relied on to check him 
until the disaster was retrieved. Sheridan held 
his ground until flanked and pounded out of 
it, then stubbornly retreated across an open 
cotton field, where he left one-third of his men, 
killed and .wounded, and two of his brigade 
commanders. 
We executed this movement under a heavy 
fire, and Captain Al»op of Company F was kill­ 
ed and many others of the regiment wounded. 
We crossed a high ray fence—however, it was 
not so high after we crossed it—and soon after 
formed in in line of battle in the edge of a 
thick cedar woods. Here we saw plainly rebel 
flags and two lines of battle, with bayonets 
fixed, advancing rapidly, with the “ rebel yell” 
accompaniment. We repulsed several desper­ 
ate charges by the trium phing rebel host, re­ 
maining again until flanked and nearly cap­ 
tured, when we fell back slowly through the 
thick cedars, without orders, purpose or ray 
of knowledge as to what was transpiring out­ 
side the limits of our short line of sight. Under 
us the surface was piled w ith rocks and rent 
w ith caverns; above us the thick, green foliage 
Intercepted the sunlight. Around us at every 
point of the compass, seemingly, the roar of 
battle was deafening at an unseen though not 
great distance, while nearer, as far as we could 
gee, the woods were filled with disorganized 
masses of troops, flying they knew not whence 
nor whither, but utterly panic stricken and 
uncontrollable. 
Our regiment kept well in line as it fell slow­ 
ly back, but all around us, and often breaking 
through us, was a yelling mob. Half an hour 
later these same men, on emerging into the 
open field and sunshine, fell into ranks and 
fought through the remainder of the battle 
heroically. When we had nearly passed through 
the cedars, we met an aid of Sheridan, who 
led us to our assigned place in the reorganized 
and impregnable line of battle, where we re­ 
sumed our bloody work. 
During a lull in the battle General 
Rosecrans, the army commander, passed 
along the line, and this is what the 
choniclers of the Seventy-third heard 
him say: “Too much ammunition has 
been wasted during the day. Hereafter 
I want you to wait until you can see the 
whites of their eyes. Then take good 
aim. Aim low. Shin them. Do this, 
and every shot will tell.” 
At Chickamauga Sheridan’s division 
had worse fortunes than at Stone River. 
I ’ll let the story he told by a page from 
the diary of Captain Kyger of Com­ 
pany C: 
On the battlefield of Chickamauga, Sunday. 
Sept. 20, 1863.—We were up at 3 a. rn. All 
seems qutet along the lines except occasional 
picket shots. At 5 o'clock we changed position, 
making the extreme right flank of the arm y; 
had a good position on a hill. A ll a. rn. the 
ball opened on our center and to the right of 
the center. Charge after charge was made by 
the rebs, with hideous yells, and about ll :15 a. 
rn. they commenced to turn our left. We were 
called to support the center; moved down; 
took position in front of a battery. It was in 
an open field about 30 rods wide. Then came a 
pine thicket, furnishing a fine protection for 
the rebs to pass through. 
At 12 o’clock rn. we were ordered to fix bay­ 


onets and charge across the field to meet tho 
advancing foe coming, eight lines deep, to­ 
ward us. On reaching the edge of the pins 
grove orders came for us to halt and fire. This 
was amid a shower of balls coming from our 
front, eight and left. Sergeant Lewis, regi­ 
m ental color bearer, fell just where we halted, 
•wounded in 
L stint. 


and Brown to carry him off the field. Neither 
of them was heard from after the battle. A rt 
Terrell fell dead within a yard of me, 
pierced through the temple w ith a balk Imme­ 
diately after Lewis fell the flag was taken up 
by one of the color guard; he soon fell; taken up 
by another; he fell. Then a retreat was order­ 
ed. I grasped the colors and carried them off 
the field. I was struck by a shot which, check­ 
ed by my tin cup, lodged in my haversack. 
The regiment retreated pellmell; could not be 
rallied again. Eight men were all that stacked 
arms in Company C within three hours after 
the engagement. We went in that morning 
with 29; IO were missing we could not account 
for. Among the missing were Orderly Ser­ 
geant Smith and Sergeants Lewis, Brown and 
Newlin. The regiment went in with 23 officers 
and 285 men and rallied 13 officers and 98 men. 
From the point where we reformed Sheridan 
led us three miles to the rear. 
Thus ended the career of Sheridan 
and the Seventy-third Illinois in the 
battle of Chickamauga, for, through no 
fault of the men, Thomas was left to 
fight it out alone while others marched 
away from the face of the enemy. 
In describing the charge up Mission 
ridge Captain Kyger’s diary gives that 
touch of realism which romancers strain 
after and fail to reach. The entry made 
“ in the ditches in front of Chattanooga” 
tells how the division moved forward at 
a signal under heavy fire to the first 
line of rifle pits at the foot of the slope. 
Then it continues: 
General Sheridan rode up behind the Seven­ 
ty-third and said: “ I know you. Fix bayonets 
and go ahead!” Then we moved to the second 
line of works; rested again after driving the 
rebels and taking many prisoners. 
Moved 
again and, under a terrific fire, reached the 
third line. Many fell. Started again; had to 
move up a hill at an inclination of about 30 
degrees, exposed to bursting shells and a show­ 
er of grape, canister and minie balls. The only 
shelter we had was now and then a tree, a log 
or a stump. The flags moved up gradually. 
The color bearers would stop and await the 
coming of the men, who were pouring into the 
enemy a terrible Lre. 
This was our hardest time. We had to pass 
a more exposed point. From tree to tree, from 
stump to stump, from log to log, we went un­ 
til we came to a point where the slope was 
steeper. Here we remained to get in readiness 
for the final charge. General Sheridan came 
riding up, and we moved steadily on until we 
reached the top of the r idge. Just before we 
got there the rebels threw hand grenades and 
rocks at us. No m atter for that—our flags 
must be planted on the top of the ridge. Color 
Sergeant Hasty fell. 
I took the flag and 
moved forward, but soon became exhausted 
and fell. Hasty caught up, and we went on 
together and planted the flag of the Seventy- 
third Illinois on the very top of the ridge at 5 
o’clock p. rn. 
For an aecount^jf the part taken by 
the Seventy-thircRii the charge of Op- 
dycke’s brigade to recover the lost 
breastworks at Franklin I quote from 
the notes of several participants 'who 
wrote at the time. Says Sergeant A. C. 
Nicholson of Company C: 
About 4 o’clock p. rn. the rebels began to 
come for us, our brigade to be in reserve, but 
about 4:30 the rebels charged furiously. Tho 
center on the pike gave way. T h e 
Missouri 
a n d 
Illinois began to run from their rifle 
pits. Our brigade was called to attention, and 
in less than two minutes we were on the keen 
run, trying to drive our men back. The rebels 
had driven them out of their first line and got 
into it and half way to our second line, but we 
drove them back to tile outside of our first line, 
and from that time until 10:30 p. rn. we kept 
up a constant stream of fire on them. 
In the notes of Sergeant Reuben Jack 
of Company E there is another view of 
the same incident. 
He says: 
I remember distinctly how the balls were fly­ 
ing and our boys saying, “ Let us go to the 
works I” and when the line gave way there

Lieutenant Adna Phelps of Company 
I thus describes the charge of the Sev­ 
enty-third: 
Tire men saw the disaster at the front line 
and, rushing for|their arms, called upon Major 
Motherspaw, our commander, to lead them in. 
After waiting a moment for orders, and as 
none came, he gave the command: “ Forward! 
Double quick I March!” when the men seemed 
to vie w ith one another who should be first at 
the breach. That was the last order I recollect 
hearing, as it was every man for himself after 
that and on his own hook too. On reaching 
the works we found the rebels in part posses­ 
sion and had to drive them out with the bay 
onet and butts of the rifles, which we soon ac­ 
complished. 
Major Motherspaw and Adjutant Wil 
mer were killed at Franklin. Among 
the killed was a noted character of the 
regiment, Oil Harbison of Company B. 
Harbison had abandoned theology to 
fall in with the Seventy-third. At Ken­ 
esaw his boon comrade was treacherous­ 
ly murdered by the enemy during a 
picket truce. Harbison vowed revenge 
aud from that time on haunted the 
picket line night and day making stray 
shots. The night before Franklin he 
told his companions that he had squared 
the account and was satisfied.

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I THE WORLD'S NEWS OF YESTERDAY. I 
Pale, Delicate, and Nervous Children 
Should Take Dr. Greene’s Nervura. 


W ashington, Feb. 5.—Senator Lind­ 
say of Kentucky made public answer in 
the senate Friday to the request made 
by the democratic majority in Ken­ 
tucky for his resignation. 
The provocation 
of the resolution 
calling upon Senator Lindsay to resign 
was the charge that he had betrayed 
his trust by voting against free coin­ 
age. 
The senator called attention to 
the fact that the people of Kentucky 
at the last election voted against free 
coinage. He referred to the legislators 
as “political changelings who altered 
their opinions while nine remain the 
same.” 
The senator showed that in his first 
term he voted for the repeal of the 
Sherman law, against all free coinage 
amendments thereto, against the pro­ 
posed restoration of the Bland-Allison 
act and against the bill directing the 
coinage of the seigniorage. Immediate­ 
ly thereafter, with a full knowledge of 
these votes, the Kentucky legislature 
re-elected him to the 
senate by the 
unanimous vote of the party, no other 
name being presented to the caucus. 
“I am a senator from Kentucky and 
not for Kentucky,” he exclaimed. Sen­ 
ator Lindsay said he wras always ready 
to stand for local sentiment of his state 
and to give due consideration to local 
petitions, but to resign his seat in re­ 
sponse to such an 
insolent 
demand 
wqpld rob the senate of all its dignity. 
The men who passed 
the resolution 
were “ignorant of the constitution and 
of the foundation principles of Jeffer­ 
sonian deuocM cc.” 


SHOT WHILE RUNNING. 


Evidence Shows Lattimer Strikers Were 
Wounded In the Back.. 
W ilkesbarre, Pa., 
Feb. 5.—At the 
trial of Sheriff M artin and his deputies, 
who are jointly charged with the mur­ 
der of the striking m iners at Latti­ 
mer Sept. IO, Dr. H. M. Keller, who 
viewed the remains of the strikers and 
attended many of the wounded, testi­ 
fied that a number 
of the 
strikers 
were shot in the back, thus bearing out 
the allegations of the commonwealth 
th at the deputies fired when the men 
were running away. 
The defense in its cross-examina­ 
tion, asked the doctor to classify the 
wounds as to the position of the men 
when shot. 
The 
classification 
was 
as follows: 
Shot directly in front, 
five; indirectly in front, nine; direct­ 
ly In the side, fifteen; indirectly in the 
side, six; directly in the rear, three;

Smaller Than In Any Previous Year of 
Which There Is Record—Commercial

New York, Feb. 5.—R. G. Dun Sc 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Actual payments through clearing 
houses in January made a remarkable 
showing, being much larger than in 
any previous month, 36.3 per cent larg­ 
er than the same month last year and 
7.1 per cent larger than in 1892. 
The 
failures in January were smaller than 
in any previous years of which there 
is record, and were probably smaller 
than in any other January since 1881. 
The statement by branches of business 
given this wreek shows a surprising 
gain in most departments of manufac­ 
ture and trade. Meanwhile the money 
market is as confident as ever; gold 
does not come from Europe in large 
amount only because bankers And it 
worth while to lend American money 
abroad, and the commercial balances 
are heavily in favor 
of the 
United 
States, as heretofore. 
“Perhaps the most striking feature 
of the week has been the decline in 
wheat. The report of the agricultural 
department has had some influence, 
although its figures are not generally 
credited as reliable. 
The wheat mar­ 
ket has turned greatly upon the opera­ 
tion of a Chicago speculator, but the 
fact remains that the price depends 
largely upon foreign needs and upon 
the comparative scarcity of American 
supply. 
The spot price of cotton re­ 
mains unchanged, but the fact that 
receipts continue larger than during 
the same week of 1895, after the heavi­ 
est crop ever known, checks speculative 
operations for an advance. 
“The iron and steel manufacture is 
steadily gaining in consumption of pig 
iron, although the production of the 
material is still in excess of immediate 
demands, but not enough to cause a 
decline in prices in Pittsburg or Chi­ 
cago. 
The demand* for car building 
has been very heavy. Tin is quiet and 
steady. 
“Failures for the week were 335 in 
the United States, against 311 last year, 
and 39 in Canada, against 63 last year.
